The paucity of foreign teachers 
has been a great trial, and though 
the work has been kept going, it 
has been done with a heavy strain 
on all. 

An advance is neted in the 
methods of instruction, especially 

in the Bible. Chinese 
Students. Classics are falling in 
the background, and 
there is a growing desire lo get 
‘a knowledve of the laws that 
govern the universe; but often 
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the students are desirous of get- 
ting a short cut in the Sciences, 
etc. Mandarin has been pre 
compulsory, which seems 

move and is commended wks 
alumni. 


Tbere has been a decrease in - 
the number of students, due in> 


some measure, perhaps, to the 
government having started schools. 
The fear of cholera and plague 
also depleted the college during 
a short time. With a force sufti- 
cient to properly. teach the Scien- 
tific Departinent, it is expected 
that we shall be able to cope with 
the yovernment schools, even 
though the latter offer pecuniary 
inducements. 
The spiritual life of the college 
has shown a decided advance. 
There were twelve who 
Religious confessed Christ, to six 
Work. the year lwfore. The 
college Y. M. C. A. has 


made an advance luovemment in 


opening a street chapel, “where - 


services and Sutiday schools were 
held. The Evangelistic Band has 
gone vub to the day schools each 
Sabbath, and d@ne vood work. 
The students have assisted in 
leaching Sabbath school, and in 
preaching al overflow meetings 
for women and children. Special 
Sunday morning services have 
been held with the students for 
spiritual upbuilding, and to. pre- 
pare them for work for the day. 
The Y. P'S. C. E., and the Junior 
Y. PLS. GC. have been active 


and done much good. Practical — 


Christian work by the students 
is an important fac ‘lor in their 
development. 


At the last Commencement

Where the 
audience was largely men, there 
is now a large percentage of wo- 
men attending service. Many 
women ‘have united with the 
church, and several not vet church 
members have passed into the 
beyond rejoicing in a better hope, 
which they would not have done, 


but for the help received at the 


Station class. 

Each class has been in charge 
of one or two Bible women ac- 
cording to the size of the class. 
Two women together work more 
efficiently in visiting. There were 
thus seven Bible women teaching 
the tive classes, and one who visit- 
ed homes exclusively, eight in all.

2—The amount of tuition from 
the pupils in these hard times 
meant twice the appreciation of 
of the schools that the same a- 
mount indicated a few years ago. 

$—Both the school-work and 
Normal study of. the teachers 
showed growing willingness to 
better methods, and a 


er’s opportunity and privilege as 
a Christian worker. 
4—More careful study was 
given to the Sunday School les- 
sons, as part of the required Bible 
study. In the City schools mein- 
bers of the College Evangelistic 
Band continued to | give most valu- 
able help in Sunday schools and 
Endeavor meetings. A good num- 
ber of the children, we felt, were 
real child-Christians. 
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5—Of these signs of progress 
none is more significant than the 
marked improvement in pupils

Bible-women. A high authority 


has estimated that but one out. 


of 10,000 Chinese women can 
read, the small minority being 
confined to the highest class who 
aways have private tutors for 
their children. Thus there would 
not be one child of our 500 pupils 
whose mother could help it in 
the first school-days.- But a good 
number of our pupils are from 
Christian homes, and among the 
‘ Christian Girls’ Schools and Wo- 
mens’ Classes are constantly de- 
ereasing the number of illiterate 
womén. When the little child- 
ren can begin to learn at mother’s 
knee surely we will have reached 
one fountain-head of the “New 
Education” for China!

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would make it possible to build 
these rooms and complete the 


‘building. Thirty girls were pro- 


moted to form the be- 
Students yinning of the College 
Department, those re- 
maining in the old building con- 
stituting -the Girls’ Preparatory 
School. The old building is still 


_very full, promising girls 


have to be refused for lack of 
room. Since the division, better 
work is being done in both de- 
partments, and with less labor 
and inconvenience. In theCollege, 
a new enthusiasin for 
study has been ap- 
parent. The girls 
have greatly enjoyed performing 
experiments with some of the 
new apparatus, and have been 
very persistent in seeking to un- 
derstand. the reasons of things. 
Ten of the College girls have been 
studying English, and three from 
the Preparatory School joined in 
the work, with these classes. 
Some of the teaching in both 
departinents has been done- by 
our own graduates. 
Teaching Their work is of a 
high order, but the 
supply of graduates at present is 
far below the demand, as most of 
them are married soon after com- 
pleting their studies, and we 
have not yet been able to make 
all the parents feel that they

must plan for their daughters to 


marry just where they can he of 
the most use in our own Mission 
work. Is it possible that our 
ideal for them is too high? Four- 
teen girls have united with the 
church duzing the year.

of these were from the College

4. MepicaL. Work. 
In charge of Dr. N. HAianear. 


Karly in the year came the 
burning of Dr. Kinnear’s house, 
and the looting of the hospi- 
tal. This was a heavy blow to 
the Station, as well as to the 
family, as it practically closed 
the medical work for the year, 
and made it necessary for Dr. 
Kinnear to move to the foreign 
Settlement, at much inconven- 
lence to himself and to the. Sta- 
tion. We are under great obliga- 
tion to the M. E. Mission, how- 
ever, for the use of one of their 
houses for several months, with-- 
out which it would have been 
exceedingly difficult to meet the 
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emergency. Very complicated 
conditions made it unwise to re- 
build the physician’s residence 
until the site for the New Pona- 
sang Hospital could he located, 
and the question of buying land 
has taxed to the utmost the 
patience and wisdom of those 
on whom the burden fell. After 
many failures, a change of plans 
has been made, which promises 
better results to the several 
branches of work affected by it, 


and makes a speedy erection of 


. the dwelling house. possible. No 
statistics of medical work for 
1902.8an be given, but the out- 
look is brighter. |

She was closely asso- 
ciated with the formation and 
growth of the Woman’s Mission- 
ary Society, as well as with the 
beginning of Station Class work, 
which has since become so wide- 
spread, and for several years she

Other applicants 
to this school at the Anchorage 
had to be rejected from want of 
room. The term was very pros- 
perous and the three native 
teachers were harmonious, effi- 
cient and faithful.

~ cept the new pupils. 
Societies Their Missionary -So- 


ciety met once a month * | 


for the study of work in Mexi- 
co. The sale of their needle work 
and their contributions amounted _ 
to ($39.50) thirty-nine dollars 
and fifty cents silver, of which 
$15. was contributed to the 
native Woman’s Missionary So- 
elety, and the rest went into the 
“Diong-loh Girls’ Boarding School 
Fund.” As Miss Borts became 
Mis. Bliss in September and thus 
joined the Shaowu) Station, the 
school was closed the latter part 
of the year, to the great grief of 
the pupils and the Christians 
generally throughout the field oc & 
the station.

Space only 
allows of special reference to but 
one of them. At the end of 1901 
a very loud’ call came for a class 
at Sai-gang, a large village in 
which one of the Bible women, 
Mrs. Uong, had done much work. 
1902 was the first year a resi- 
dent preacher had been stationed 
there and a church organized. 
The place appeared a difficult 
one, and there was no worker to 
put. there except by bringing one 
from Foochow city. Cu-1mi-so,

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who is a woman of years and 
dignity, gained thé respect of 
the people at once and had a very 
In the first 
term of three months, studying 


only half a day, several bright 


women learned to read anything 
at sight in Romanized colloquial. 
The second term three of the 
eighteen women applied to unite 
with the church, while every one 
gave gladly to the Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Society. Much of the 
time, there was not 


— Opposition only ridicule but act- 


ual slander’ of the 


women because they came to the_ 


cJass, started by a literary man 
who stirred up opposition to 
Christianizing the women, but 
the tactfulness of the teacher 
Kept the class together in spite 
of the opposition. 


5. Day SCHOOLS. | 
In charge of Miss E. S. Hurt- 
well and Dr. H. T. Whitney. 


Of the thirty-seven day schools 
under the care of Miss Hart- 
well and Dr. Whitney, ten were 
taught by women, and the pupils 
of two were wholly girls. The 
total of girls enrolled was one 
hundred and sixty-nine, and of 
boys five hundred and sixty-six, 
in all seven hundred and thirty- 
five. The men teachers during 
the year have met with the 


preachers in the Quarterly meet~ 


ings, and, besides having the be- 
nefit of Bible study, they have 
recéived special instruction in 
the use and teaching of the Ro- 
manized colloquial and in teach- 


Ing arithmetic and geography. 


6. MepicaL Work. 
In charge of Dr. H. T. Whitney. 


Dr. Whitney assisted by a 


“native medical graduate, con- 


tinned regular clispensing: at the 
Station and occasional clinies 
have been held at Diong-loh 


‘ity and Kanycheng. Five other 
important centers have also 


~been visited \during the year. 


About 3500 patients have been 
treated including quite a num- 
ber in their homes. This work 
has its usual good effects, but” it 


is only a small part of what 


might be done with sufficient 
ineans to carry on a proper medi- 
cal work. Contributions have 
been given sufficient to purchase 
a site large enough for a hospital, 
dispensary and _ residence in 
Diong-loh city, and we are only 
waiting for funds to put up the 
necessary buildings. |

V. SHAOWU STATION. 


1. EVANGELISTIC. WORK. 
In care of 


Rev. J. Walker, 0. dD. 


For the first time in five years 
almost all parts of the Shaowu 
field have been 

visited at least 
once, by some 
foreigner, and many parts at least 
twice, though many interesting 


Long Distances 


places of minor importance have 


not been seen by any foreigner 
during the year, and some never 
at all. But it has required a 
good deal of travel to do this, 
over 600 miles by Mr. Walker, 
about 400 miles by the ladies, 
and nearly 500 miles by Mr. 
Beard, not counting his 160 miles 
each way between Foochow and 
the lower border of the Shaowu 
field. Then too, the Shaowu mis- 
sionaries all went to Foochow for 
the summer, 250 miles each way, | 
or 500 apiece; for the five who 
went both ways, and 250 apiece 
for-Mr. and Mrs. Hinman and 
Mrs. Bliss who only went over 
the route one way. Thus we 
have a total of 3250 miles, plus 
320, between Foochow and Shao- 
wu, and 1500 miles of touring in 
the ‘field. We hope that we may 
see better years when this pro- 
portion will be reversed, say 4000 
miles in the field and 1000 miles 
between Shaowu and Foochow.

But this coming 
year will require at least 2400 
miles of travel for a like gather- 
' ing. For ten men who were the- 
ologs, and two who were colpor- 
ters last year, are preachers this 
year.

2. Boys’ BOARDING SCHOOL. 
In charge of 
Rev. J. EF. Walker, D. D. 


The Boys’ Boarding School of 
25 pupils opened up at the begin- 


ning of the year incrowded 


Pupils quarters. The little two- 
story house, 16 by 32, 
which forms one half of the ac- 
commodations for a teacher and 
25 boys, is a historic building. 
Built in the summer of ’76, it 
: was the home of 
Historic Building the Walkers and 
Blakeleys through 
the following winter and spring, 
and then the next summer Dr. 
and Mrs. Whitney were added 
for atime. Next it was the re- 
sidence of the Walkers for a few 


years; and then for a number of | 


years it was the parsonage. In 
1900 it was partly wrecked, in 
1901 the Girls’ School occupied 
it; and now in 1902 the Boys’ 
School. 


Many of the boys are-members 


of the church, and almost all are 
connected with 

C. E. Society and the C. E. Socie- 
Teaching ty of the church. 
| In the first half 

of the year the teaching was 
done by Mr. and Mrs. Hinman, 


Miss Walker and Mr. Lau Kung-. 


Pek, a. recent graduate of the 
Foochow College, and in the lat- 
ter half by Mr. and Miss Walker, 


‘Mrs. Bliss, and Mr. Ding Ming- 
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Siu, another recent graduate of 
the Foochow College. Through- 
out the year Mr. Li Hug-Yung 
Esq., a Christian First Degree 
man of Shaowu, has given in- 
struction in the Chinese Classics, 
as well as in books translated 
from English into Chinese. We 
have a bright set of boys, the 
cream of our (Christian youth; 
and they show more than aver- 
age skill in acquiring the English 
language.. A daily drill under a 
__ foreign-drilled Chinese officer has 
improved their health, and given 
them a more manly bearing. 
But we greatly need a suitable 
building for our precious boys. 


3. BOARDING SCHOOL. 
In charge of 
Miss Frances K. Bement. 


A Girls’ School of 27 members 
has claimed the attention of Miss 


Frances Bement; and 
The Pupils 26 of them profess a 


Savior. One of these girls walk- 
ed fifty miles to come to the 
school. Her father is one.of our 
most trusty preachers. The girls 
showed growth in character, and 
the older ones were a real help 
to the younger. An object dear 
to their hearts is a chapel build- 
ing in which services can be held, 
not only for the school, but for 
the women and children of the 
neighborhood. They have saved 
and earned, by sewing, $15. silver, 
toward this object. A

having graduated just before the 


beginning of the year, has render- 
ed valuable services both in the 


school and in the dispensaty. She 


studied several years in the Girls’ 
School at Foochow. During the 
summer vacation the girls were 
zealous in passing on to their 
neighbors what they had learn 

in the school At Christ 

time they heartily adopted the 
new way of observing the day by 
doing something for others instead 
of receiving gifts from others. 


4. WOMAN’S STATION CLASSES. 
In charge of Miss Jose Walker. 


A Woman’s Class at the East | 
Gate under the care of Miss. 
Walker has been a valuable fea- 
ture of the work. The theologs 
were all married men with two 
exceptions, and nearly all had 
their families with them at Shao- 
wu. These women were greatly 
in need of the instruction which> 
they received, though their fami- 
ly cares hindered them from prof- 
iting as we could have wished. 
The Christian women at the East 
Gate, many of them being mem- © 
bers of the Woman’s Class, form- 
ed themselves into a Christian 
Endeavor Society. During the 
summer they adopted the plan 


_of going to each other’s home, or. 


even to the homes of friendly 
non-Christian neighbors, to hold 
their meetings. Once they walk- 
ed three miles to have their meet- 
ing in a country village; and 


. twelve of them were present on 


this occasion. 
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5. DAY SCHOOLS. 
In charge of Miss Frances K. 
Bement and Miss Jose Walker. 


The day-schools were under 
the care of Miss Bement and Miss 
Walker, and some 
Pupils, Teachers’ touring was done 
Institute and many visits 
eae were made to these 
schools, of which there were 12 
with an enrollment of about 277 
pupils... A Teachers; Institute 
lasting one week was held with 
the teachers, which was to them 
a great innovation, but one which 
they enjoyed. For trained work- 
ers in our schools is now only a 
dream of the future; but the 
dreamers seem very much awake 
in their dreaming. 
Miss Brown was especially in- 
terested in the material that she 
| saw here for a Kin- 
Kindergarten dergarten. The pre- 
sent nucleus is a 
children’s Sunday 
‘School. Miss Walker gets these 
-jittle ones together each Sunday 
afternoon. She has no room in 
which they can meet; but fortu- 
nately in this climate they can 
usually meet out of doors in the 
back yard, which is an old, un- 
used garden, thus forming almost 
literally a Kinder Garten. When 
we came back from Foochow af- 
ter the troubles of 1900 we found 
the children quite at home in the 
shurch, even playing round the 
pulpit, and-chasing up and down 
the aisles during the service. 
Now in the morning they sit to- 
gether on the-front seats or with 
their parents, and in the after- 
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noon to the number of fifty meet 
Miss Walker in the old garden or 
back yard. But they come on 
rainy days too, and crowd our 


_ porch till they are in danger of 


spilling off the edges. O Kinder- 
garten teacher at home! if you 
oniy knew, what privileges, what 
opportunities are going to waste 
here in Shaowu! And Shaowu 


is only one small fraction of a 


land in which are tens of millions 
of little ones who know not their 
right hand from their left, and 
are growing up in total ignorance 
of the Father in Heaven and the 
Babe of Bethlehem. But here at 
Shaowun, how these little ones and 
their parents wish for a Kinder- 
garten! Since friends in the 
Homeland know it’s the surest 
investment they can make—the 
work with thechildren—why don't 
more of them make it ? 


6. MEDICAL Work FOR MEN. 
In charge of Dr. B. L. Bliss. 


The Medical Work for the 
men and training of three medi- 
cal students have 
formed a vitally im- 
portant part of the 
various labors of 
Dr. Bliss. To preaeh the Gospel 
in connection with the healing of 
disease is after the Apostolic 
method; and services were held 
each day before the dispensing ~ 
began, for those in waiting. This 
plan was also followed by Dr. 
Bement at her dispensary in the 
city, Dr. Bliss could not give 
undivided attention to the medi-

eal work proper; and he aimed at 


thoroughness rather than quanti~ 
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ty, though the latter is what 
shows up in a report. He gave 
1900 new treatments, and 3350 
treatments to those © 
Treatments returning one or more 
| times, making a total 
of 5250 treatments. The repairs 
on the hospital were not complet- 
ed till late in the year.. 
eight of the most pressing cases 
were received into the hospital. 
Some mention should be made 
of one fruit of the medical work, 
i.e. Dr. Yao Shi-yung. 
His father was the first 
person to unite with 
the church at Shaowu; and his 
uncle, now pastor of the Shaowu 
church, has done as much, or 
more, for the work here as any 
foreign missionary. Dr. Yao is 
now doing a large and flourishing 
business in the sale of foreign

medicines; and he gives liberally ~ 


of the profits from this and other 
sources to the help of the work. 
Last year, beside other benevol- 
ences the East Gate Church 
building was completed at his 
expense, and this year he-«has 
assumed the support of one 
preacher and his family. 


7. MEDICAL Work FOR WoMEN 
AND CHILDREN. 


In charge of 
Dr. Lucy P. Bement. 


Dr. Lucy P. and Miss. Frances 
K. Bement came up from Foo- 
chow a month ahead 

Return from of the rest of us, and 
Vacation a month earlier than 
we usually come up. 

They found much sickness pre-

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vailing, and Dr. Bement saw 1208 
patients during the first month 

after her arrival here 
Treatments last September. This 

ineant the saving of 
many lives. How much is it 
worth to save the life of a Chinese? 
How much is it worth to come 


to the rescue of a Chinese mother 


in the hour of her peril, and 
snatch mother and babe from the 
jaws of death? The average price 
of a wife here is about $100, sil- 
ver, or $40, gold. The foreign 
physician is not usually called in, 
to such cases unless the situation 
is desperatey Dr. Bement has. 
been called in to twenty of these 
eases. Dr. Bement saw in all 
during the y@ar 5677 new, and 
3222 old, of seat 296 were seen 
at their homes and 5: 381 at the 
dispensary.

8. MISCELLANEOUS ITEMS. 


Four building enterprises have 
been carried forward more or less 
: during the year. A nice 
Buildings dispensary was built, 
the foundation for a 


~commodious Girls’ School build- 


ing was laid, the foundation and 
basement for a similar: building 
for the Boys’ School were laid by 
means of $700, silver, contribut- 
ed by the Chinese Christians 
from all over the field. Also the 


foundation and basement for a 


new house were laid, and the . 
walls were going up when the 
year closed. Beside all this many 
finishing touches were given to 
the old buildings damaged by the 
mob in 1900. The able and effi-

cient ov ersight of all this has 
been mainly ‘the work of Dr. E. 
L.. Bliss, our Station treasurer, 
though the Misses Bement and 
~Miss Walker have e helped not a 
‘little. 
At the beginning of the year 
we had with us on a visit, Dr. 
Kate C. Woodhull and 
Visits from Miss Jean Brown from 
Foochow Foochow, and at the 
close of the year we 
had with us, in like manner 
Misses Brown, Wiley, Osborne 
and Worthley.
